The sudden 'passing of Albert C. 
Ritchie left a gap today in the 
front rank leadership of Demo- 
crats opposed to New Deal meas- 
ures. 


By reason of his speeches critical 


of Roosevelt administration meas- 
ures, Ritchie had come to be rank- 
ed with such men as Alfred 
E. 


Smith, John W. Davis and others 
in the intra-party opposition. 


Unlike Smith, he had never de- 


clared he would "take a walk" if 
the ".New Deal were endorsed at 
the coming Philadelphia conven- 
tion. What he would have done 
in that event remained unknown. 


But the drive that he planned 
to make "within the party.1' 
to 


force the administration 
to "go 
back to the platform of 1932," was 
expected to be 
a powerful one. 


Remembering the vigor which he 
had applied to the fights in which 
he engaged in the past anti-New 
Dealers had counted on him to 
carry a large share of their bat- 
tle.

The end 
came about 1:45 a. m., less than 
two hours after he was stricken.

Rev. Edward T. Helfen- 
steln, bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal diocense, and the Rev.

An intensive campaign to 


rid Corsicana of all dogs 
possibly infected with ra- 
bies, and all stray dogs and 
cats in general, was start- 
ed Monday by city officials 
headed by Mayor J. S. Mur- 
chusion and Chief of Police 
Will S. Knight following several 
days of excitement created by al- 
most continual raids by infected 
animals before they could be ex- 
ecuted. 
Beginning last Friday reports 


were received of some stray ani- 
mals invading private premises 
and attacking pets confined to 
limited quarters, with fatal re- 
sults in several 
instances.'1 The 


course of one raider, a big police 
dog, was traced from the ex- 
treme edge of the western resi- 
dential section to almost the oth- 
er extreme on East Fifth avenue 
with frequent stops at interven- 
ing points. 
The favorite mode of operation 


of the animal seemed to be at- 
tacks on small puppies, with a 
number of the tiny animals being 
slain by the marauder, many of 
which were buried by the raider 
after the attack. 


Infected With Babies. 
Two dogs were killed by «ity 


officers Saturday and the heads 
sent to the State Health Depart- 
ment at Austin and reports were 
received Sunday that both of the 
animals were infected with rabies; 
the German police dog was re- 
ported infected with the disease 
in its most virulent stage. 


As a result, many owners were 


faced with the necessity Monday 
of destroying their dogs because 
they were known to have been 
bitten by the 
infected 
animals 


and several 
complete litters of 


pups had to be destroyed because 
of the danger of infection.

LONDON, Feb. 24.—(/P)—A Brit- 
ish plan to induce all nations in- 
cluding the United States to join 
a world-wide system of collective 
security in an effort to end war 
was outlined to the house of com- 
mons today by Anthony Eden, for- 
eign secretary. 
"Our final objective," Eden de- 
clared, "must be a worldwide sys- 
tem of collective security which 
embraces all nations in an author 
ity which is unchallenged and un- 
chaillengable. 
"We are far from that objective 


at present. We can only hope to 
realize it by strengthening the au- 
thority of the.existing system and 
facilitating, by agreement 
based 


on wide understanding, the coper- 
ation of other nations in our work. 


"In a true system of collective 


security, the door must always be 
wide open for the entry of others." 


Eden declared that the future of 


disarmament depended in a large 
extent upon the military strength of 
Great Britain.

Houston and 'had them trained at 
Camp Bullis using as a text hii 
own book, "Soldier's Handbook." 


General Hagood is

estimate the influence of tin, 
editorial page in these days. 
It still has a power to draw 
circulation and sway opin- 
ion, 
or it would not con- 


tinue to exist. Indeed, of latj 
it seems to be recovering 
some of its lost ground. It 
is not that the editorial has 
slipped backward, but rath- 
er that the 
influence of 


news has gone forward. 


'"The work of the ano- 


nymous essayists (in papers 
with well written editorial 
columns) seems more force- 
ful and at the same time 
more sauve, in better tast^, 
more thoroughly informed, 
wider in point 
of 
view. 


There is far less opinion in 
these days, and far more in- 
terpretation." 


Those last two sentences 


especially seem to hit the 
nail on the head. Anyone 
who really thinks that the 
editorials of a generation 
ago were superior to those 
of the present day might be 
surprised if he made care- 
ful comparison. 


Editorial writing certain- 


ly has broadened and deep- 
ened, growing more tobr- 
ant, more 
informed 
and 


more responsible. And in 
doing so, it aims more and 
more not to tell the reader 
what he should think about 
public matters, but to in- 
terpret what is going on in 
the world, and what is re- 
ported in the news columns, 
so that readers can follow 
events more easily, and un- 
derstand them more clearly, 
and so make up their minds 
for themselves. 


RADICAL CANADA 


Our Canadian neighbors

years ago today in an appeal for 
reinforcements for the embattled 
band of Texans surrounded In the 
Alamo, shrine of Texas liberty, by 
a vastly surpcrior forca of Mexi- 
cans. 


Sunday 
marked 
the 
one-hun- 


dredth anniversary of the begin- 
ning of the seige of the mlssion- 
fortresa hers the fall of which 
gave Texans a stirring battle cry: 
"Remember 
the 
Alamo!" 
Sam 
Houston's men were to Immortal- 
ize It April 21, 1836, In the battle 
of San Jaclnto, the decisive con- 
flict In Texas' struggle 
for In- 


dependence. 


Colonel Travis oommanded the 


180 effective men defending the 
fort against 5,000 Mexicans under 
the leadership of General Santa 
Anna. His letter of appeal was 
written the day after the start 
of the selge. 


"The enemy have demanded a 


surrender at discretion," Colonel 
Travis wrote. 
"Otherwise, 
the 


garrison Is to be put to the sword 
if the fort is taken. 


"I have answered the summons 


with a cannon shot, and our flag 
still waves proudly 
from 
the 
walls. I shall never 
surrender 


or retreat Victory or death!" 
Historians have recorded that 
It was both victory and death. 


Every fighting man within the 


walls of the Alamo was slaugh- 
tered when the attacking forces 
overawarmed the Mission March 
6. While the battle was raging 
at the Alamo, 
detaining Santa 


Anna for a while at least on his 
march through Texas, a hastily- 
summoned 
convention 
named 


David 
G. 
Burnett 
provisional 


president 
and 
selected 
General 
Houston commander of the Tex- 
ans. 
Santa Anna, flushed with 
victory, hurried 
toward Harris- 


burg, seat of the government, for 
a final blow at the revolution- 
ists, pausing only to order the 
summary execution of 300 more 
Texans captured at Goliad. Find- 
ing the place deserted, he pro- 
ceeded to the confluence of Buf- 
falo Bayou with the 
San Ja- 


clnto river, unaware that Hous- 
ton's smaller force was close up- 
on his rear. Screaming the bat- 
tle cry of the Alamo, the Texans 
fell upon the Mexican army in a 
surprise attack In the middle of 
the 
afternoon, 
killing 600 and 
untimately capturing their leader. 
The war was over, and the Ala- 
mo had been to some avail. 


Many Texas heroes perished In 
the butchery at tho Alamo, but 
none was better known than the 
famous Tennessee hunter, Davy 
Crockett, whose body was found 
surrounded by the dead of the 
enemy. 
James Bowie was slain 
as he lay ill upon a cot, and 
Major Evans, chief of artillery, 
was shot down as he stooped to 
light a powder train leading to 
the Alamo's arsenal. It had been 
agreed that should defeat become 
inevitable, this course would be 
taken. 


Dying with the original 150 de- 


fenders of the Alamo were thirty 
of a band of soldiers who broke 
through the Mexican lines March 
1 to aid Travis and his men— 
the only reinforcements to answer 
the frantic appeals for help. 


Travis realization of the hope- 
lessness of the situation may be 
read In a letter to a friend, pen- 
ned In the midst of battle March 
3; 


"Take care of my little boy. If 


the country should be saved, I 
may make him a splendid fu- 
ture; but If the country 
should 


be lost and I should perish, he 
will have nothing but the proud 
recollection that he is the son of 
a man who died for his country."

ALTUS, 
Okla., Feb. 21.—(fl1)— 
The six-.year-old daughter of a 
prosperous farm couple died to- 
day, an hour after a negro sought 
lor a vicious attack on the girl 
and her mother had been shot and 
fatally wounded by a posse of 100 
men. • 
The girl, Alice Othello Wilson, 
succumbed In a Mangum hospital 
a few minutes after a skull opera- 
tion had been attempted to re- 
move pressure on her brain. 
Her mother, Mrs. Alice Wilson, 


31, wife of Marcus P. Wilson of 
near Blair lay in a critical condi- 
tion in the same hospital, her 
head bearing wounds inflicted with 
a, pickaxe. 
The nejrro suspect, Willie Jones. 
26-year-old former Texas convict, 
was surrounded by a posse in a 
clump of woods 12 miles northeast 
of Blair. 
He was called on to surrender, 


but started running. 
Four blasts of buckshot from 


cawed-off shotguns brought him 
down. 
Five other negroes were held 
for investigation in the attack in 
the Wilson home. 
Jones' wife was locked in the 
AHus Jan. 
Ernest Wright 
was 
held at Mangum. 
Three others, 
Ernest McNeely, John McNeely, 
and a negro known to officers as 
•Bubbles," WM-B taken To the state 
reformatory a.t Granite for safe- 
keeping. 
Sheriff E. N. Clabaugh of Grcer 
county said Wrieht had admitted 
giving Willie Jones a shirt today 
to replace the stained one the ne- 
gro was wearing. 
The sheriff quoted Wright 
as 
eaying Jones told him to "get me 
a shirt. I killed a woman and I 
want to get away." 
Sheriff 
Clabaugh 
said 
Jones 


obtained other articles of clothing 
from other negroes and fled. 
Jones came to Oklahoma from 


Royce City. Texas. 
He lived at 
Chickasha, Okla., until two months 
ago, when he came to Blair. 
Mrs. Wilson and her daughter 
were beaten late yesterday, pre- 
sumably, officers said, with rob- 
bery as a motive. 
They were 


found by Alice's sister, Margala, 
9, upon her return from school. 


Alice regained consciousness at 
the hospital long enough to tell 
that a negro had forced his way 
into their home, and without a 
word, began beating her mother 
•with a heavy frying pan and a 
pick axe.

Charitable • contributions 
and 


gifts made by an individual are 
deductible within limitations pro- 
vided by the revenue act. The or- 
ganization to which the gift is 
made must meet several tests. 
The corporation, trust, commun- 
ity chest, 
fund, 
or 
foundation 


must be operated exclusively for 
religious, 
charitable, 
scientific, 


literary, or educational purposes, 
or for the prevention of cruelty 
to children or animals; and if a 
substantial part of its activities 
is carrying on 
propaganda 
or 


otherwise attempting to influence 
legislation, it fails to pass the 
tests. No part- of the organiza- 
tion's income may inure to the 
benefit of any private stockhold- 
er or individual. 


Contributions made to a mis- 


sionary 
fund, 
church 
building 


fund, and for the benefit of other 
activities of the church are de- 
ductible. Pew rents, assessments, 
and dues paid to churches are re- 
garded as contributions. Gifts to 
a corporation or association or- 
ganized or devoted to the ad-

Deduction for Depreciation. 
The revenue act. provides for "a 
reasonable allowance for the ex- 
haustion, wear, and tear of prop- 
Tty used in the trade or business, 
including a reasonable allowance 
for 
obsolescence." 
For 
conven- 


ience, such allowances usually is 
referred to as depreciation. 
In claiming a deduction for de- 
preciation 
several fundamental 


principles must be observed. The 
deduction must be confined 
to 


property actually used in trade, 
business, profession, and to Im- 
irovements on real property, other 
than property residence. In gen- 
eral, it applies to the taxpayers' 
capital assests—buildings, machin- 
ery, etc.—the coat of which can- 
not be deducted as a business ex- 
pense. 


A lawyer, doctor, or other pro- 


fessional man may not charge off 
as a current expense the cost of 
a library used wholly in his pro- 
fession, this being a capital ex- 
penditure and the library a capital 
asset, but he may deduct an al- 
lowance 
for 
depreciation based 


upon the useful life of the library. 
If part of a professional man's 
residence is used by him for of- 
fice 
purposes, 
a proportionate 


amount of the depreciation sus- 
tained may be deducted, based 
generally on the ratio of the num- 
ber of rooms used for such pur- 
poses to tho total number of rooms 
in the building. The same princi- 
ple applies if a taxpayer rents to 
others a portion of his residence. 
Under such conditions, however, 
the taxpayer must include in his 
gross income the rentals received.

WILLIAMS DECLARES 
REDFERN NOT FOUND 
BY SEARCHING PARTY 


REPORTER'S STORY IS SPE- 


CIFICALLY 
DENIED BY 


AMERICAN FLIER 


GEORGETOWN, British Guiana, 
Feb. 21.—(/P)—Art Williams, Amer- 
ican aviator seeking Paul Redfern 
in the Brazilian jungle, insisted 
today that whatever befell Red- 
fern in his 1927 flight from Bruns- 
wick, Ga., to Hio De Janeiro, it 
was still a mystery. 


Williams, the man who taught 


Redfern to fly, said of his recent 
aerial expedition into the interior, 
where Redfern is believed by some 
to have crashed and still to be 
alive: 


"We made a new contact with 
ten new Indian villages and col- 
lected a great deal of information, 
and the most that was established 
is that Redfern did not land In 
that area." 


The aviator said most of the 


evidence he had collected consist- 
ed of photographs, which he indi- 
cated he had sent to the long-lost 
Redfern's father in the United 
States. 


Alfred Harred. a reporter, as- 
serted in the Paramaribo news- 
paper "Banier" yesterday that he 
and Williams had located Reo- 
fern, crippled and 
held- by In- 
dians in a village in the Tumuch- 
umac mountains, on the boundar- 
ies between British and 
Dutch 
Guinas and Brazil. 


This account, 'in which Harred 
said the natives treated Redfern 
well but would not permit him to 
leave, was relayed by wireless to 
the Dally Chronicle here. 


Williams, however, denied the 
report, asserting: "I do not know 
Harred, and he most certainly did 
not accompany me on my recent 
search. I took two Djukos (Suri- 
nam bush negroes) with me to 
act_ as interpreters, and a Red 
Indian who had given us certa'in 
new evidence. 


Unfortunately, 
however, 
my 


Djukos learned that tribes fur- 
ther inland were at war and re- 
fused to go farther.

TRENCH SILO FEED 
KEEPS MANY HEAD OF 
STOCK AT LOW COST 


FAIRFIELD, Feb. 
24.—(Spl.)— 


"I am feeding 150 .goatn, 20 head 
of cattle and 
30 hogs on the 


silage that I put |n my trench 
silo last fall," states Sheriff Jirn 
Sessions, whose farm is located 
in the Steward Mill community, 
"and they are doing far better 
on It than on any other rough- 
age I have ever fed." 


Mr. Sessions dug the silo last 


fall and stored a 12-acre crop of 
hegarl in it. He cut the hegarl 
and bundled it then put it in the 
silo whole (or uncut), laying it 
lengthwise with 
the 
silo. The 


strings on the bundles were cut, 
the feed packed well and watered 
at the time the silo was being 
filled. 
It is being removed by 


beginning at.one end and cutting 
it with an axe, the full depth of 
the silo.

silo is 54 feet long, 12 


feet wide and seven feet deep.

said Eden would reaffirm

Members of parliament also de- 


manded information from Eden 
on the Maffey report, a secret 
document suddenly published in 
Rome last week to show that 
British interests in Ethiopia were 
restricted to the vital Lake Tana. 


Full Debate on Sanctions. 
The question of sanctions was
